They also 
spoke of Christ and the Gospel in the tea- 
shops on@ other places withoat the least 
interruption, They -happonéd to meet 
with two men engaged in tho work of 
selling anti-forsign literature, They spoke 
to them: about the iogality. of their cop- 
duct, and both men 'at-ouce apologised and
